fiftcen years, this transformation boing due 
to-the anbstitution of manufactories for 
work in the homes of the watchmakers 
themselves, The opening of these manu- 
factorics has Jod to a decreaso in the cost 
ptice of the watch and to s great inereaso 
in tho enle, 59 much sa that at the recont 
Paria Exhibition the official report of the 
international jury was to the offect that 
‘Switzerland occapied the firat rank as 
regards chronometers, watches of precision, 
and complicated works, and has mado great 
progress in the domain of watches for com- 
mon uso, this progress being due to the 
improvement in the equipment ‘of the 
moanufactories, ‘The different schools for 
teaching the watch trade at Geneva, 
Neuchatel, la Ohaux des Fonds, Loole, 
Bienno, St. Imier, and Porrentruy, the 
various associations of manufactories, and 
the journals desling with tho subject of 
watch-making have contributed in no amall 
dogreg ta this progress, which has been very 
marked in the last six yours, tho number of 
watches oxported from Switzerland having 
inceased from 2,734,23¢ im 1885 to 
4,431,301 last year, these figures not inelud- 
ing the works and cases exported scparate- 
ly. Altogether, the value of the exports 


Frangats at $4,000,000, 
paid are xo high that many families kar 
from £12 to £16 3 month. ‘This, con-

merchants and bankers cannot gat their 
outetandings paid.

Edwin Mackintosh, tho plaintiff, gave 
the following evidence—Mrs Smith called 
ou me I think in Decombor 1889-respect- 
ing some passages from Australia which 
sho wished to obtain. I referred her to Mr 
Beart, who has tho sole conduct of that 
departmant. 

Cross-examined—I don’t remember the 
exact date. She did not tell mo rhe 
wanted passages for Mr and Mrs Boyle by 
the.

Ihave told you all that ‘tuck 
place. [have'nevor spoken to Mra Smith 
about the mattar; several letters have been 
sent to hyx’on the subject by my direction:

William Charles George, constable in the 
Naval Yard police, atated that he was 
iu a rickshs in front of that occupied by 
plaintiff.
